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Council Opts for Target

No road or no Target was the 
ultimatum handed to the City Council 
Monday night. They went for the 
100,000 square foot discount store. 
A road paralleling North Central 
E xpressw ay 
was 
the 
point 
of 
dissension. Planner Bob Buffington 
pressed for an outlet onto Parker Rd., 
but Cambridge Properties spokesman 
Bill Parsons insisted that alignment 
would ruin prospects for his property. 
The developer told the council that 
if the road is aligned with a Target 
magazine road, the traffic pattern is 
unacceptable to the store. 
If the parallel road lines up with a 
southern collector, Parsons said his 
property to the north would be split 
into two 4.5 acre parcels. 
Explaining that he already has an 
offer for a sim ilar (to T arget’s IO 
acres) tract north of Parker, Parsons 
said pushing the parallel road through 
his property would ruin development 
prospects. 
In an effort to find a compromise 
which would give adequate access to a 
tract on the northwest corner of 
P arker and Central while allowing 
Cambridge to get the most use from 
its property. Mayor Norman Whitsitt 
suggested that the land study before 
the council be split into two north and 
south. 
Parsons returned, however, that if 
the land study is divided, “all bets are 
off.” 
When council mem bers asked if that 
meant Target would be eliminated 
from the 48.9 acre tract, the developer 
replied, “ that’s right.” 
The council quickly approved the 
land study with no mention of the 
parallel’s alignment 
That decision effectively moves the

Late yesterday afternoon, an ap­ 
plication was filed in the Collin County 
clerk’s office to call a local option 
election in Plano for the legalization of 
the sale of beer and wine for off- 
premise consumption only. 


“ Over the past year there has been 
a great deal of conversation among 
the citizens of Plano about the best 
way to bring about a reasonable and 
precedent change in the laws con­

beverages,” explained Mary Bear­ 
den, chairperson of Plano Citizens for 
Common Sense, organizers of the 
local option election. 
“ A fter m uch d iscussion,” she 
continued, “we decided to seek the

legalization for the sale of beer and 
wine for off-premise consumption 
only.

The two CCS members were then 
issued a stack of petitions on which 
they must secure the signatures of 35 
percent of the people in Plano who 
voted in the last gubernatorial elec­ 
tion. Approximately 4,875 persons 
voted in 1974, therefore, some 1,700 
names are needed on the petitions. 
When all the signatures are secured 
and verified, the petitions will be 
subm itted to the C om m issioners 
Court. The governing body will then 
have not less than 20 days nor more 
than 30 days to call for a local option 
election in Plano. 
If passed, the election will permit 
the sale of beer and wine in con­ 
venience stores and superm arkets in 
the city. Organizers of the move are 
hoping for an election around the first 
of October.

terceptors, either of which 
would have seem ed im ­ 
probable even in science 
fiction a few years ago. are 
can d id ates to rendezvous 
with Hailey's Comet when it 
nears Earth in 1986. 
One of the concepts is a 
solar sail, a giant pinwheel 
about nine miles across that 
turns on its own axis and 
tacks into sunlight with its 
spokes

reflective 
aluminum the way a yacht 
tacks into wind. 
It s called a “ heliogyro”

and could reach speeds up to 
125.000 miles per hour to 
reconnoiter the comet IOO 
million miles from Earth. 
The other possibility is 
called an “ ion drive’’ vehicle 
which would catch sunlight, 
convert it to electric power, 
and ch arg e up m ercury 
vapor 
in

engines, each about the size 
of a portable typewriter.

relation to Earth on a comet- 
chasing flight. 
It is con­ 
sidered a good candidate for 
heavy-payload trips to the 
outer planets. 
The wing-like solar arrays 
would unfold in space to a 
width of nearly 500 feet 
giving it the appearance of a 
giant galactic butterfly. 
Scientists 
at 
Je t 
Propulsion Laboratory have 
developed the two ideas for 
consideraton by the National 
A eronautics 
and 
Space 
Administration. The space 
agency is expected to decide 
on one or the other in August. 
Both would depend on the 
new Space Shuttle rocket 
plane to lift them into orbit 
around Earth. 
Either vehicle would carry 
a 
scientific 
payload that 
would for the first time in­ 
vestigate the substance of 
the comet’s core, one of the 
m o r e 
t a n t a l i z i n g 
astronomical m ysteries 
The pinwheel concept for 
the solar sail won out over an 
earlier design for an im ­ 
mense flat 
sail. 
The 
12 
heliogyro 
“blades” 
which 
will slowly unfurl in space 
4.5 miles from the center can 
be 
pitched 
m uch 
like 
helicopter blades so its 
course can be controlled. 
The blades of tissue-thin 
plastic 
coated 
with 
aluminum would be 25 feet 
wide. 


The idea of exploring 
space with solar sails was 
first proposed in 1903 by a 
Soviet scientist, Konstantin 
Tsiolkovsky. The idea was 
picked up by one science 
fiction writer in 1951, but 
term ed 
“ com m ercially 
unfeasible” by another. 
Now, 
it 
is 
practical 
because the Space Shuttle 
can ferry the sail to space 
with its blades rolled up. The 
centrifugal force of the 
turning vehicle — one full 
turn every three minutes — 
would slowly unfurl the 
blades and keep them in 
position. 
If NASA chooses the sail 
concept, the vehicle would 
be launched aboard the 
Shuttle in 1981. If the ion 


drive vehicle is chosen, it 
would be launched in March 
of 1982. Either vehicle would 
race out to intercept Hailey’s 
Comet in 1986, when it will 
approach Earth for the first 
time since 1910. 
The ion drive basically 
gets energy from the sun, 
converts it to electric power 
and charges mercury vapor. 
When electrons collide with 
mercury atoms, ions are 
produced, focused by a 
magnetic field and expelled 
to produce a nam eless, 
violet exhaust for thrust.

and wrong on me.” Melcher 
said. 
The senator, who received 
his degree in veterinary 
medicine from Iowa State 
University in 
1950 and 
practiced until coming to 
Congress in 1969. says this is 
the first time such a mistake 
has been made. 
Asked what he told the 
irate constituents, Melcher 
replied: 
“ I just say the 
reporter can’t tell the dif-

veterinarian and vegetarian. 
They understand perfectly 
then.” 
Melcher issued a news 


release outlining his plight 
Tuesday, since the error 
appeared to be spreading 
faster than he could get it 
scotched. The release in­ 
cluded the following note to 
correspondents: 
“ A picture of Melcher 
dining on a large, juicy 
Montana steak is available 
at 440 Russell Building (his 


office). Skeptics are invited 
to bring steaks, choice or 
prime, cooked rare.” 
Melcher said his first 
concern is “ the home folks in 
Montana’’ and he hopes “ the 
correction will catch up with 
them.” 
But he wouldn’t mind 
clearing up the situation 
around Washington, either. 


“ I’m worried about being

Soccer Tryouts 


Ever play against someone 
who could regularly hit the 
lines with his serve? 
Discouraging, isn’t it. 
Along with hours of prac­ 
tice, one of the main ingre­ 
dients of a consistently 
accurate serve is an educated 
wrist. This makes it possible 
to keep the toss in the same 
place, yet hit the ball from 
one side of the court to the 
other. 
To teach your wrist how to 
be clever, first choke up on 
the racket so your hand is in 
the middle of the handle. 
Move your grip toward the 
backhand side. 
Walk through the service 
motion, breaking your wrist 
at the point of contact, so the 
racket handle rotates to the 
outside of your forearm. 
Practice the wrist-break a 
couple dozen times before at­ 
tempting it with a ball. 
On the court your objective 
is to serve the ball as slowly 
as possible; the slower the 
motion, the more you’ll be 
able to feel the technique of 
the wrist break. 
Softly send the ball high 
over the net, holding your 
finish with the racket directly 
rn front of you, handle Lo the 
outside of your forearm, 
pointed straight up in the sky. 
After a few practice ses­ 
sions you’ll be able to rely on 
your new serve in a match. 
When you want to serve to 
your (right-handed) oppo­ 
nent’s backhand corner, 
break your wrist to your 
right. To serve wide to his 
forehand, break it to your 
left. 
With an educated wrist 
you’ll be on your way to dis­ 
covering the lines.
